The dressed hog products during the 
three months ending September 30, 
19 17, am ounted to 9 03,172,000 pounds, 
while for the same months of 19 18 the 
production was 1,277,589 ,000 pounds, 
an increase of over 374,000,000 pounds 
for the q uarter. 
During tiie same period In 19 17 In­ 
spected slaughter records of dressed 
beef showed 1,263,000,000 pounds as 
against 1,454,000,000 pounds for the 
three month period ending September 
1, this y ear. 
We m ust Increase our moat ship­ 
ments, especially our pork products, 
to meet the added demands of the mil­ 
lions liberated from German oppres­ 
sion. 
And at the same time we must 
look forward to the rehabilitation of 
the European meat herds. 
The policy 
which guided our meat program in the 
past y ear lias been fully Justified, for 
only the heavy pork production which 
it 1ms brought about will enable us 
even partly to satisfy the increased 
demands on us for the coming y ear.
